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MUST HAVE STRONGER STREETS 


From all over the state come complaints that the new auto trucks 
are damaging the streets. Richmond is by no means the only city 
that has had unpleasant experiences in that line and in which arrests 
have followed from exceeding the weight limit. So long as the streets 
are what they are the regulations are all right, and above criticisms. 
‘We cannot have our public thoroughfares ruined because it is to the 
advantage of any individual or corporation to ruin them. But while 
that is true, on the other hand there is no reason to shut our eyes to 
hew conditions. 

The automobile in all its forms has come to stay. It is not a 
transatory institution which will disappear, on the contrary as time 
passes the number of self-propelling vehicles is going to increase and 
ef course the loads which they can carry and will want to carry will 
increase also. It is exactly the problem which the railroads have had 
to meét. They have had to increase the weight and size of their rails 
and lower the grades of their roads at costs that would have stag- 
gered the original builders. 

The great engines that today haul freight from this side of the 
mountains to the East, and that perform the same journey back again, 
are such monsters that the engines of.a few years ago could be put in 
them. But they have resulted in an enormous reduction in the cost 
of transportation, and have enabled the railroads to haul loads that 
were undreamed of in the early days of railroading. The power to 
_ haul bigger loads does not grow proportionately with the cost of fuel 
and power, and consequently the bigger the load the less cost per ton 
for hauling. 

The same results will of course follow when we come to consider 
the question of automobiles and therefore since the automobile is the 
vehicle, not only of the present, but of the future, it follows that we 
must imitate the railroad companies and build roads that will allow 
the hauling of loads far greater than it was contemplated would be 
hauled over the roads that new exist. 

The new state highways, and the streets in all of our cities should 
be constructed. from that point of view. The new roads, whether 
through the municipalities or in the country, should be made strong

not be overlooked that the automobiles are paying a very hansome 
revenue to the state. And if more money is needed for the roads 
and streets when their construction is strohger the owners of automo- 
biles can well afford to pay for the extra cost, since they will be able 
to profit by the better highways. 

In the East, in Buffalo, they are building a Cathedral It is to 
be of marble, and the blocks which weigh five tons each took a whole 
day to haul from the depot to the church site, and then it was with 
great difficulty that they were moved. Auto. trucks were called into 
use by the contractors and with far greater ease eight loads a day 
were moved in place of one. It is easy to see how much of a saving 
that was to the contractors. We mention that one case to show what 
the future has in store in this matter. It will not be long before all 
our hauling will be done by autos, and that they will take a large 
part of the local and suburban delivery from the railroads. The 
street cars of the future will be auto trucks. That will do away 
with poles, and wires and other nuisances. We must realize the 
changes that are at hand and prepare for them and in preparing the 
plans for new streets and in reparing old ones we should make the 
thoroughfares so stong that there will be no difficulty in allowing any 
weight to pass over them. 


OCCUPATIONS FOR WOMEN 


The unions of Oklahoma City, which refused to allow the girls of 
that town to become bootblacks because they did not think that a 
fitting occupation for women, deserve all praise. Blacking boots in 
public for a living is certainly not an occupation that any woman 
should be forced to engage in, and if she be not forced she should not 
select it. There is a place for a.woman, and duties for women, but 
shining shoes on a ue street is not any one of those occupations 
or duties. 

We hope that the unions will not stop with objecting to women 
engaging in bootblacking, there are many other occupations which 
women are not fitted for, and if society was as it should be, women 
would not be engaged in them. Women should be supported by men, 
by their fathers, brothers and husbands or sons. It is a regretable 
thing that any woman has to work for a living outside her home, and 
if women were not so forced by modern conditions things would be 
far better than they are. 

In the first place the competition of women would be removed 
from any occupations in which today they are the rivals of the men, 
and that means lower wages for both sexes. Again any long and try- 
ing occupation is wearing upon a woman physically and makes her far 
less fitted to be a mother, and to care for her domestic duties when 
she becomes a wife. While we recognize that as things are, women 
are forced to work, and work hard for a living for themselves in 


many instances, yet we trust the day will come when no such necessity 
will exist.

Charter Amendments 
As Now Proposed 


ARTICLE VII. 


Police Court. 


Section 1. There is hereby cre- 
ated in and for the city of Richmond 
a Court which shall be known as the 
Police Court of the City of Rich- 
mond. Said court shall consist of 
one Judge, who shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of the city of 
Richmond, and his term of office 
shall be for two years. 

Sec. 2. Said Court shall have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction: 

(1) In all prosecutions for vio- 
lations of the city ordinances. 

(2) In all actions for the recov- 
ery of any fine, penalty or forfeit- 
ure, and the enforcement of any ob- 
ligation or Hability prescribed or cre- 
ated by the city ordinances, and in 
which the sum sued for does not 
amount to $300.00. 

Sec. 3. Within the city limits said 
court shall have concurrent and co- 
ordinate jurisdiction with township 
justice courts in all matters and 
things in which said Justice Courts 
now or may hereafter have jurisdic- 
tion; and the Judge of said Police 
Court shall have, as aforesaid, like 
authority, power and jurisdiction as 
the Justices of said Justice Court.
